Tuberculosis associations i n 
California, now conducting their 
annual Christmas Seal sale, are 
taking free miniature chest X- 
rays at the rate of more than 
100,000 a year. 

Nineteen of the sixty local 
associations own or have ordered 
and await delivery of equipment 
for this service. Smaller associa¬ 
tions rent equipment for conduct¬ 
ing mass X-ray surveys, either 
from the state association which 
operates two machines, or from 
i other local associations. 

The goal of the associations is 
the X-raying of all adults In the 
state. Eradication of tuberculosis 
as a public health menace is 
based on prevention of the spread 
of infection and discovery and 
treatment of the disease in its 
early stages, authorities agree. 

Public education has been and 
still is the principal weapon since 
the organization of the anti- | 
tuberculosis movement. In Cali- j 
fornia the tuberculosis death rate j 
has been reduced from 205 deaths 
per 100,000 population in 1910 to 
40.7 deaths in 1945. All of the 
services and educational materials 
of the tuberculosis associations 
are free to the public and are 
paid for by Christmas Seal rev¬ 
enue.

First installment of local tax 
bills which Los Angeles county 
property owners must pay by 
December 5 includes a $1.8841 
rate for general county purposes, 
which is levied on the $3,299.- 
574,610 assessed valuation of tax¬ 
able property in the county, Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpayers' association said 
today. 

Last year's tax bills included 
a $1.3884 general county purposes 
rate, levied on $2,978,392,865 of 
assesser valuation throughout the 
county. 

The county tax rate is only 
one of the local government rate's 
which is levied on property. In 
addition, rates are levied by 
school districts, cities, and spe¬ 
cial districts. No state rate on 
property is levied in California, 
although such a rate is per¬ 
mitted by the constitution. 

Generally speaking, property 
tax bills throughout California 
are higher for the current fiscal 
year than they were during the 
war years. Tax rates are higher 
in many places and this, coupled 
with increases in assessed val- 
lations in a majority of com- 
munites, iresults in heavier de¬ 
mands on the people. 

Higher government pay lewis 
and increasing numbers of em¬ 
ployees. together with higher 
prices for materials and supplies, 
result in higher taxes on the 
people.

TALKING OURSELVES INTO IT? 


The warning by Civilian Production Administrator Small that we 
may be talking ourselves into a depression should make us pause 

and think. 

Said he. If these pessimistic forecasts are repeated often 
enough people will cut down their plans and start retrenching. 
This is what I call talking ourselves into a depression." 

Figures compiled by Mr. Small's agency show that industrial 
activity continues at a high level in spite of shortage of materials 
and unsettled labor conditions in many areas. But the recent 
decline in the stock market has somewhat upset the boom psy¬ 
chology throughout the country, and the talk of depression has 
been on the increase. 

The economic cycle always has had its ups and downs and 

probably always will have. But we should neither ignore the 

possibility of a depression within the next few years nor should 
we live in constant dread of one. In other words, we should 
avoid careless spending of our money or the needless incurring 
of debt. At the same time however, we should not let fear pre¬ 
vent normal business expansion or necessary expenditures for per¬ 
sonal or household purposes. 

As far as California is concerned there is little occasion 
to talk depression. Although we have a substantially increased 
population to keep employed, we also have a vastly expanded 
industrial empire to create jobs. Then too, we are not too 

much dependent on any one type of industry. Farming, manu¬ 
facturing. mining, lumbering, land and sea commerce give our 

State a remarkable variety and balance in its economic structure, j 
All this should add up to continued economic progress. 

So. let us not talk ourselves into a depression but, rather, let 
us work unceasingly for still greater prosperity.

2 pounds lean beef 

1 pound chopped suet 

4 pounds tart apples 

5 pounds sugar 

5 pounds currants 

2 pounds seeded raisins 

1 tsp. nutmeg 

Vl tsp. ground mace 

2 oranges 

2 lemons 

Vl pound citron 

1 Tbsp. salt 

Stew the beef In a very little 
water until quite tender, cool and 
chop as fine as possible. Add the 
beef suet, chopped fine, and pared 
cored and chopped apples, the 
sugar, currants, raisins, spices, 
orange and lemon-iuice. the grated 
rind of the oranges and of one 
lemon, chopped citron and salt 
Mix thoroughly. Cook one hour 
Pack in a stone iar and keep in a 
cold place. The mince meat should 
be thoroughly stirred each time 
any is taken out, and occasionally 
moistened with » little grape-luice 
or orange-juice. Left-over canned 
fruit-juice or bits of meat ot 
canned fruit may be added from 
time to time. 

PASTRY 9"-10* DOUBLE CRUST 

2 C. flour 

I tsp. salt 

% C. fat 

6-9 Tbsp. water 

Sift flour and salt, work in fat 
with two knives or a pastry blend¬ 
er. Add cold water slowly, work 
into a ball with a fork. Roll ann 
fit Into pie plate. Fill with mince 
meat and bake at 450* F. for ten 
minutes, reset to 350* F. fot 35 
minutes.

er Scottish painters' broke away 
from traditional art and came 
back from their Paris studios to 
found the "Glasgow school’’ of 
painting.

Glasgow also has dozens, of

Now add lye water to 
disolve the grease, and then add 
oil of sassafras, which cuts fatty 
odor and improves fragrance 
Stir at least half an hour, and 
continue to stir from time to 
time until it begins to harden. 
The longer the stirring the whiter 
the soap will be and lighter. 
Pour soap Into a cardboard box 
or metal container and keep 
in a warm place for two days.

OLIVES REQUIRE SPECIAL 
CARE IN PREPARATION 

With the olive crop ripening 
fast, a warning against improper 
curing and processing of oliv : 
was issued to housewives of Los 
Angeles county by the Los An¬ 
geles county health department. 

Olives, a low-acid food, are 
highly susceptible to food poison, 
ing caused by botulus bacteria. 
When home-canned, even in a 
pressure cooker with a brine or 
other liquid, they should be boil¬ 
ed 15 minutes before tasing or 
feeding to others, the inspector 
pointed out. 

If home-cured or home-process¬ 
ed olives are moldy, soft, or ran¬ 
cid smelling, they' should be de¬ 
stroyed either by burning or as 
sewage and not fed to animals 
or poultry. If they are tainted 
with botulism, the food poison¬ 
ing will kill whatever consumes 
them.

Try to an¬ 
ticipate each picture, for you have 
only a split-second to catch a pose 
before it is lost. 

If you have a great deal of pa¬ 
tience and a flash synchronizer on 
your camera, you might try an¬ 
other approach: Btalking the ani¬ 
mal around the house and just 
watching for good picture situa¬ 
tions.

Last week we offered some sug 
gestfons for making good dog pic 
tures. The next logical question is 
what about kittens, puppies and 
other animals that just won’t co¬ 
operate by staying in one position 
or responding to commands. They 
are harder to work with, but not 
impossible as evidenced by the 
many fine shots of kittens and pup¬ 
pies you see in magazines and 
newspa pers. 

Your best be* is to put the ani¬ 
mal on a small sturdy table or box 
that will limit the distance toward 
and away from the camera it can 
wander. Cover the table first with 
a sheet, blanket or other plain 
cloth of a color that contrasts well 
with the animal. Then get your 
camera and lighting all set before 
you put your subject in position. 
If you put the table in a corner 
you can cut off two sides of escape, 
but you may have trouble with 
shadows on the walls. It’s better 
to have an assistant handy to keep 
the animal from jumping down and 
to attract it’s attention with food 
or some other bait.
